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REVISED RECOMMENDATIONS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
NORFOLK 

The Commission axe to publish revisions to theix propos al s fox 
pa^rliamentaxy constituency boundaries to take account of local views 
expressed at the recent public inquiry. 

The Boundary Commission are to publish revised recommendations for the 
parliamentary constituencies in Norfolk on 8 July 1993. The Commission 
published their provisional proposals on 21 May 1992. Objections to these 
proposals led to a public inquiry which was held in Norwich on 1 and 2 
December 1992. The Assistant Commissioner who conducted the inquiry 
recommended one alteration to the Commission's proposals. Having 
considered his report and recommendations and the evidence, the Commission 
have decided to revise their first proposals to accept the alteration 
recommended by the Assistant Commissioner and to make one futher 
alteration. As with their provisional recommendations, the Commission are 
required to consider representations about their revised recommendations 
within one month of local publication. However the Commission are not 
obliged to hold an inquiry into representations about their revised 
recommendations . 

The Commission now propose to include the following in their report to the 
Home Secretary , but they will give careful consideration to any further 
representations made in response to their public notice. 



Revised Recommendations 

The principal issue argued before the Assistant Commissioner was whether 
Norfolk should have eight or nine seats. The Commission agreed with the 
Assistant Commissioner's finding that the schemes counter proposed before 
him for the creation of an extra seat would, if implemented, cause 
inconveniences and break local ties. They therefore took the view this 
justified not giving effect to the prima facie entitlement of Norfolk to 
nine seats . In this connection they did not accept the statements in the 
Assistant Commissioner's report that the Commission had decided to use the 
arithmetic, rather than the harmonic, mean in determining entitlement to 
seats where the theoretical entitlement was close to 0.5 nor that Norfolk 
was prima facie entitled to eight rather than nine seats. The Commission 
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recognised that, although Norfolk was a borderline case with a theoretical 
entitlement to 8.48 seats on 1991 electorate figures, a strict application 
of the Rules 1 to 6 of the 2nd Schedule to the Parlicunentary Constituencies 
Act 1986 gave Norfolk nine seats. Paragraph 7 of that Schedule however 
provides that it shall not be the duty of a Boundary Commission to aim at 
giving full effect in all circumstances to the rules but the Commission is 
required to take account so far as they reasonably can of the 
inconveniences attendant on alterations of constituencies and of any local 
ties that would be broken by such alterations. In this respect, the 
Assistant Commissioner reported that, although each of the counter 
proposals, for nine seats had some support, none of them enjoyed universal 
support and each provoked strong objections on the basis of the breaking 
of local ties, for example in the King's Lynn and Swaffham areas. On the 
other hand, the Commission's decision provisionally to allocate eight seats 
commanded significant support. The Commission therefore agree with the 
Assistant Commissioner that the upheaval and severing of local ties which 
would be brought about by an allocation of nine seats is sufficient to 
justify not giving full effect to the rules, and that eight seats should 
be retained. 

Having regard to his finding that Horsford forms a rural village separated 
from the City of Norwich and having a distinct entity, the Commission have 
accepted the Assistant Commissioner's recommendations that the Horsford 
ward should be included in the Mid Norfolk constituency. 

The Commission also noted the Assistant Commissioner's finding that Old 
Costessy is a rural village and has greater affinity with the South Norfolk 
constituency than with the City of Norwich. The Commission recognise that 
the inclusion of the Old Costessy ward in the South Norfolk seat would 
produce a rather high electorate, which is the reason why the Assistant 
Commissioner did not feel able to recommend its transfer. However, as the 
South Norfolk seat would then have only the third largest electorate in the 
county, the Commission have decided to revise their recommendations so as 
to retain Old Costessey in South Norfolk and thus take account of the local 
ties . 

The above decisions mean that alterations have to be made to the 
provisional recommendations for four seats but no change is necessary to 
the other four provisionally recommended seats. The Commission have decided 
to amend their proposals for Mid Norfolk, Norwich North, Norwich South and 
South Norfolk as follows : 

(a) the transfer of the Horsford ward of Broadland District from 
Norwich North to Mid Norfolk; 

(b) the transfer of the Old Costessy ward of South Norfolk District 
from Norwich South to South Norfolk. 

The full details are set out below and on the attached outline map. 
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Composition of constituencies 

The Commission now recommend that (1991 electorates in brackets): 

(i) No change be made to the composition of the following four seats other 
than changes to realign constituency and local government boundaries : 

GREAT YARMOUTH COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (68,334) 

NORTH NORFOLK COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (73,728) 

NORTH WEST NORFOLK COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (77,626) 

SOUTH WEST NORFOLK COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (78,711) 



(ii) The composition of the four revised constituencies would be:

Freethorpe, Great Witchingham, Hainford, Hevingham, Hors ford. Plums tead, 
Rackheath, Reedham, Reepham, St Faiths, South Walshcun, Spixworth, Wroxham.

Catton, Drayton, Hellesdon North, Hellesdon Southeast, Hellesdon West, 
Sprowston Central, Sprowston East, Sprowston South, Sprowston West, 
Taverham, Thorpe St Andrew Northeast, Thorpe St Andrew Northwest, Thorpe 
St Andrew South; and City of Norwich wards: Catton Grove, Coslany, Crome, 
Mile Cross, Household .
